Gentlemen  : 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  your  consideration 
the  Annual  Health  Report  of  the  Whitworth  Urban 
District,  for  the  year  1906. 

By  Section  14  of  the  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  as  defined  by  the  general  order  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  it  is  stated  that  the  annual  report 
of  such  officer  shall  comprise  : 

1st.  A  summary  of  action  taken  during  the  year 
for  preventing  the  spread  of  disease. 

2nd.  An  account  of  the  sanitary  state  of  the 
district  generally,  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

3rd.  An  account  of  the  enquiries  made  by  such 
officer,  as  to  conditions  injurious  to  health  existing  in 
the  district,  and  of  the  proceedings  relating  to  such 
conditions,  in  which  he  has  taken  part,  or  advised, 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 
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4th.  An  account  of  the  supervision  exercised  by 
him,  or,  on  his  advice,  over  places  and  houses  which  the 
sanitary  authority  have  power  to  regulate,  together  with 
the  action,  if  any,  taken  in  regard  to  offensive  trades, 
to  factories,  and  to  workshops. 

5th.  Tabulated  statement  of  the  sickness  and 
mortality  within  the  district,  classified  according  to 
diseases,  ages,  and  localities. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  Section  132  of  the  Factory 
and  Workshops  Act  requires  that. 

“The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  every  District 
Council  shall,  in  his  annual  report  to  them,  report 
specifically  on  the  administration  of  this  Act  in  work¬ 
shops  and  workplaces,  and  he  shall  send  a  copy  of  his 
annual  report,  or  so  much  of  it  as  deals  with  this 
subject,  to  the  Secretary  of  State.” 

The  area  of  the  Whitworth  Urban  District  is  6,300 
acres,  and  the  estimated  population  9,666.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 


The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  was 
23;  an  increase  of  6  on  the  preceding  year,  and  giving  an 
infantile  mortality  of  130  ‘6  per  1000  births.  The  increase 
for  the  year  is  due  to  the  large  number  of  deaths  during 
the  month  of  December.  By  deducting  the  December 
deaths  and  taking  an  average,  we  come  very  near  to  the 
satisfactory  death  rate  of  the  previous  year,  viz.  84  *5  per 
1000  births.

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ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 


The  Zymotic  death  rate  for  the  year  is  again 
satisfactory,  viz.  *51  per  1000. 

A  great  deal  has  been  written  with  regard  to  the  high 
death  rate  of  infants.  Climatic  conditions,  insanitary 
surroundings,  occupation  of  mothers,  heredity,  and  errors 
in  the  artificial  feeding  of  infants  have  all  had  their 
advocates.  I  think,  however,  I  am  justified  in  endorsing 
the  opinion  expressed  in  last  year’s  report  that  the  presence 
or  absence  of  the  two  reputedly  fatal  diseases  of  early 
infancy,  viz.  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  influences 
very  materially  the  infantile  and  Zymotic  death  rates.

MEASLES. 

One  death  was  registered  in  March  at  Shawforth. 
Considering  the  fact  that  Measles  was  prevalent  at  Bacup, 
we  have  been  fortunate  in  escaping  what  might  otherwise 
have  been  a  potent  factor  in  adding  to  the  average 
infantile  death  rate. 

SCARLATINA. 

32  cases  have  been  reported  during  the  year;  an 
increase  of  17  on  the  previous  year. 

The  disease  was  of  a  mild  form,  and  at  no  period  of 
the  year  did  it  assume  an  epidemic  character.  The 
scattered  nature  of  the  disease  excluded  the  assumption 
that  it  was  due  to  pollution  by  milk  or  water,  no  death 
was  registered.

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

5  deaths  from  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup 
have  been  registered  during  the  year  ;  7  cases  were 
notified. 
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The  disease  was  again  sporadic  or  scattered  in  its 
distribution  and  in  no  instance  could  we  trace  the  outbreak 
in  each  family  to  one  common  source.  In  connection 
with  this  disease  it  might  be  desirable  to  call  attention  to 
the  danger  of  making  pets  of  lower  animals,  especially 
cats.  Many  well  authenticated  cases  of  the  disease  being 
conveyed  in  this  way  are  recorded. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Sis  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  have  been  notified,  and 
one  death  registered.  2  cases  in  Whitworth  Ward,  2  in 
Facit  Ward,  and  2  in  Shawforth  Ward. 

Five  cases,  and  one  death  were  reported  the  previous 

year. 

It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  account  for  these  sporadic 
cases  in  the  absence  of  any  evidence  which  would  point  to 
Milk  or  Water  pollution  as  the  common  source  of  infection. 
After  careful  enquiries  into  the  history  of  each  case  nothing 
could  be  ascertained  to  fix  the  source  of  infection  definitely. 


ERYSIPELAS. 

Nine  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  reported,  and  no  death 
registered.

The  only  public  advantage  to  be  gained  by  the 
notification  of  Erysipelas  is  probably  inspection,  otherwise 
the  cost  is  not  justified  by  the  results  obtained. 
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PUERPERAL  FEYER. 

One  death  from  Puerperal  Fever  was  registered  in 
December  in  Shawforth  Ward. 

The  patient  was  confined  on  the  15th  of  November. 

On  the  26th  of  November,  we  received  notification  of 
a  case  of  Scarlatina  of  one  of  the  children,  aged  5  years. 

The  mother  sickened  about  this  time,  and  died  on  the 
5th  of  December. 


PHTHISIS. 


Nine  deaths  were  registered  from  Phthisis,  the  same 
number  as  the  preceding  year,  giving  a  death  rate  of  ‘93 
per  1000.

With  regard  to  the  question  of  compulsory  notification 
of  Phthisis  I  would  just  like  to  say  that  at  the  present 
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time,  medical  men  are  divided  in  their  opinion  as  to  utility 
of  compulsory  notification.  To  make  it  notifiable  like  some 
other  infectious  diseases,  patients  would  undoubtedly  delay 
visiting  the  doctor  from  a  fear  that  such  a  visit  would  be 
followed  by  loss  of  employment.  Much  is  being  done  at 
present  towards  the  prevention  of  the  disease,  by  instruct¬ 
ing  the  people  in  the  elementary  principles  of  hygiene. 

BRONCHITIS  AND  PNEUMONIA. 


During  the  year  41  deaths  have  been  reported  ;  an 
increase  of  15  on  the  previous  year. 

The  increase  is  due  to  the  long  continued  and  severe 
winter.

Favourable  reports  have  been  received  from  the 
County  Authorities  with  regard  to  the  condition  of  the 
effluents. 

EXCREMENT  DISPOSAL 

Is  satisfactory  and  the  pail  system  continued.  Water 
carriage  however  is  adopted  where  it  is  considered  prac¬ 
ticable  either  for  alterations,  or  new  property. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

Corporation  water  is  generally  supplied  and  used  in 
most  houses,  and  may  be  considered  more  satisfactory 
than  an  intermittent  supply  from  private  sources. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Not  been  used  during  the  year.  We  have  accommo¬ 
dation  for  12  beds,  and  the  buildings  are  under  careful 
supervision. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES 

Are  regularly  inspected  by  your  sanitary  inspector,  and 
may  be  considered  satisfactory. 

BAKE-HOUSES 

Are  also  satisfactory. 

COW-SHEDS  AND  DAIRIES 

Have  received  special  attention  from  your  officers. 

There  is  marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the 
farms  generally,  owing  to  their  regular  inspection. 

Continued  attention  is  given  to  all  necessary  struc¬ 
tural  alterations. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

Section  132  of  the  above  Act  requires  that  all  work¬ 
shops  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Sanitary  Authority, 
that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  report  on  the 
administration  of  the  Act,  and  forward  the  same  to  the 
Secretary  of  State. 
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SPECIAL  REPORTS. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  forward  any  “  special 
report”  to  the  Authorities  this  year. 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

We  have  no  registered  lodging  houses  at  present. 
Cases  however  of  overcrowding  are  not  infrequent,  and  I 
would  strongly  recommend  to  your  immediate  attention 
the  question  of  more  commodious  bed-room  accom¬ 
modation. 

SUMMARY. 

Considering  the  severe  climatic  conditions,  we  may 
look  upon  the  past  year  as  favourable.  The  general  and 
infantile  death  rates  are  not  high.  The  infantile  death 
rate  especially  would  again  touch  a  favourable  figure  but 
for  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  December. 
I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  state  of  the  law  relating  to  the  registration  of 
still  births.” 

I  desire  again  to  thank  the  members  and  officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  courtesy  and  assistance  during  the 
year.

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

The  Workshops  within  the  District  have  been  visited 
and  inspected  under  the  above  Act,  and  on  the  whole  have 
been  found  to  be  kept  in  a  clean  condition.  In  one 
instance  the  walls  and  ceiling  required  lime-washing.  The 
occupier  willingly  complied  with  the  Act,  when  the  matter 
was  pointed  out  to  him.

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One  new  bake-house  has  been  erected. 

One  notice  from  H.  M.  Inspector  of  Factories  has 
been  received,  and  was  complied  with. 

There  are  two  Tripe-dressing  establishments  within 
the  District,  (one  is  at  present  vacant)  These  have  been 
visited  at  intervals  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a  clean 
condition. 

There  are  9  Slaughter-houses  within  the  District  (two 
are  at  present  vacant).  These  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a  clean  condition. 

The  Cow-sheds  have  been  systematically  inspected 
and  are  kept  in  a  cleanly  condition.  The  milking  stock 
are  not  kept  as  clean  as  they  might  be,  about  their  udders 
and  hindquarters  which  are  often  covered  with  cow  dung. 
The  milk  cannot  be  kept  clean  under  such  conditions,  and 
very  often  a  dark  sediment  is  found  at  the  bottom  of  the 
jug  or  vessel  in  which  the  milk  has  been  kept. 

I  am  fully  aware  that  farmers  have  a  great  difficulty 
to  conjbend^with  in  a  district  like  this,  where  they  have  no 
straw  tom^  on.  But  their  cattle  ought  always  to  be 
cleaned  before  milking  is  carried  out,  especially  when  they 
have  been  laid  down  in  their  own  dung. 

The  removal  of  ashes  and  excreta  is  very  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  the  Hospital  has  been  fitted  up  with 
Towns  water  and  gas,  which  will  be  found  very  beneficial 
when  occupied.  It  is  in  thorough  order  and  kept  in  a 
cleanly  condition. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year,  no  cases 
of  Small-pox  have  occurred  in  your  district. 

During  the  year  a  considerable  number  of  house 
drains  have  been  connected  to  the  Council’s  Sewer.
